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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tanzer 
et al (US Pat. 6,052,278). 

Regarding claims 1-24, Tanzer et al disclose an apparatus for housing and 
accessing an electrical device, the apparatus comprising: an equipment drawer 12 
configured with a compartment; and a mounting frame 14 situated within the equipment 
drawer 12, the mounting frame 14 configured to transition between a plurality of 
functional positions, including a loading position for receiving an electrical device and an 
operational position for the operation of the electrical device wherein the mounting 
frame 14 comprises: a plate 34, 36 having a distal end and a proximal end; a hinge 
configured to connect the distal end of the plate to the equipment drawer; a mounting 
rail 38 attached to a face of the plate 34 oriented towards the equipment drawer 12, the 
mounting rail further configured to mount the electrical device 48; and an electrical 
connector 55 adapted to receive a corresponding electrical connector on the electrical 
device wherein the mounting frame 14 swivels on the hinge, the mounting frame 
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transitioning between the operational position in which the mounting frame 14 is flush 
with the exterior surface of the equipment drawer 12 and the loading position in which 
the mounting frame 14 is disposed at an angle to the equipment drawer 12 wherein the 
mounting frame 14 in the loading position is configured to receive the electrical device 
48 on the mounting rail 38, the electrical device 48 engaging the mounting rail near the 
proximal end of the plate and sliding along the mounting rail to connect with the 
mounting frame electrical connector 55. The equipment drawer is further configured to 
receive a plurality of mounting frames wherein the mounting frame is further configured 
with hardware for mounting the electrical device. The connector is further configured to 
facilitate hot swapping of the electrical device. A backplane panel 30 rigidly attached to 
the mounting frame 14 wherein the connector 55 is disposed on the backplane panel. 

Regarding method claims 22-24, the structure as mentioned above can perform 
the method claims 22-24. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Seto et al (US Pat. 6,373,693) teach portable electronic apparatus having a 
battery pack receptacle. 

Liebenow (US Pat. 6,552,909) teaches computer option bay having secondary 
access port with automatic sliding door mechanism.
